L WF DELEGATION SAYS TIME IS ‘OPPORTUNE’ FOR 
ISRAELI-PALESTINIAN PEACE 


JERUSALEM, March 28, 1991 (lwi)--A Lutheran World Federation (LWF) delegation to Is- 
rael and the Occupied Territories concluded that "the time has never been more opportune" 
to achieve a negotiated resolution of the conflict between Israeli and Palestinian people. 
This issue is "the key to resolving other issues which have contributed to so much instability, 
conflict and suffering in the Middle East," according to LWF vice president, Bishop Horst 
Hirschler of the Evangelical Lutheran Church of Hanover. 


Hirschler called on Israeli and Palestinian leaders to "seize the moment which God has given 
you to achieve a just and lasting peace." At the end of the delegation’s six-day visit, March 
16-21, Hirschler said he hoped that "the world community would be as diligent in imple- 
menting United Nations Security Council Resolutions 242 and 338 as it was in implementing 
the United Nations resolutions on the Gulf crisis." 


The delegation expressed its "profound sadness" at the treatment of Palestinian people living 
under Israeli military rule in the Occupied Territories. The Rev. Ane Hjerrild, General Sec- 
retary of the Council of Inter-Church Relations of the Evangelical Lutheran Church in Den- 
mark and advisor to the LWF Council, spoke of her "shock and utter disgust" following the 
delegation’s visit to the Kalandia Refugee Camp near Ramallah. 


The delegation’s visit, authorized by the LWF Council in June 1990, comes in response to 
appeals to the international Christian community by the heads of Christian churches in Jeru- 
salem. The visit was hosted by the LWF’s member church in the region, the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church in Jordan (ELCJ), which has its central offices in Jerusalem.

NEW LWF CONSTITUTION COMES INTO EFFECT 


GENEVA, Switzerland, Feb. 21, 1991 (lwi)--A new constitution of the Lutheran World Fed- 
eration (LWF) came into effect Feb. 10, just one year after the end of the Eighth LWF As- 
sembly where the constitution was approved. 


The new LWF constitution, on which the federation’s new structure is based, was passed by 
the assembly delegates with precisely the two-thirds margin required. LLWF member 
churches had 12 months in which to object to the new constitution, and if more than 
one-third had objected the constitution would have had to be shelved. By Feb. 10, three of 
the LWF’s 106 member churches. had raised formal objections and the new constitution 
came into effect. 


Under the new constitution the Assembly remains the LWF’s highest decision-making body 
but between assemblies the federation is governed by a 48-member Council which may elect 
up to 30 additional "advisors." The council normally meets annually, with an Executive 
Committee--consisting of LWF president, treasurer, vice presidents and program committee 
chairpersons--meeting normally twice a year. 


The new LWF constitution describes the federation as "a communion of churches which 
confess the triune God, agree in the proclamation of the Word of God and are united in 
pulpit-and-altar fellowship." In a Feb. 12 letter to LWF member churches and national com- 
mittees, LWF General Secretary Gunnar Staalsett described the "gift of communion" as 
“surely not the creation of a legal document; it is the gift of unity and koinonia in confession, 
worship, and mission which is given by God alone."
